Washington —W— Senator Norris 


told the senate today that TVA at- 
torneys declined to let Chairman A. 
E. Morgan testify -in a recent fed- 
eral court suit against the power 
agency because they were "wor- 
ried" that "he would throw the 
case." 


Norris. who fathered TVA. said 


earlier that Morgan was "moved by 
intense jealousy" that "went beyond 
reason." in his feud with other TVA 
directors. 


The court case to which Norris 


referred involved in plea by 18 pri- 
vate power companies for an in- 
junction against the TVA. A three- 
judge federal court at Chattanooga 
recently ruled in favor of the power 
agency. 


"The (TVA) attorneys were wor- 


ried more about Dr. Morgan and 
the possibility that he would throw 
the case than. anything else." the 
Nebraskan declared. 


Feared "Interference" 


"They refused to let him testify. 


Mr. (James) 
Ely (TVA counsel) 


said he might interfere with wit- 
nesses." 


"There is nothing in that case to 


Dr. Morgan's credit." Norris added 
referring to a recent statement by 
the TVA chairman that he had ren- 
dered TVA "assistance" in the case. 


Taking the floor to comment on 


the controversy between Chairman 
Morgan and the other two TVA 
directors, Norris said he had been 
"shocked beyond expression" when 
he began to observe Morgan's grow- 
ing jealousy of the other two TVA 
directors—H. A. Morgan and David 
E. Lilienthal. 


"When jealousy, that green-eyed 


monster, gets possession of a hu- 
man heart, it is not long until it 
has control of the human intellect," 
Norris declared. 


Other Developments 


Other developments of the day 


concerning TVA were: 
i •- 


(1) Lilienthal outlined for pub- 


lic utility companies a five-point 
basis on which he would negotiate 
for the purchase of properties in 
southeastern states. 


(2) Representative McLean (R-N. 


J.) notified tho house he had in- 
troduced a resolution to 
remove 


from office all three TVA directors. 


Morris in his address to the sen- 


ate, said that when Lilicnthal's term 
was about to expire in 1936. Chair- 
man Morgan .visited him and assert- 
ed he would resign 
if 
Llienthal 


were reappointed. 


"I was dumbfnuded." the sen- 


ator related. "I was shocked beyond 
expression at the violence of Dr. 
Morgan's feeling toward his asso- 
ciates." 


Norris said TVIorgan referred to 


his fellow directors in "language 
and epithets I would not repeat." 


Lilicnlhal's Proposal 


The five-point basis for negotia- 


tion was covered by Lilienthal in a 
letter to Wendell L. Willkie. pres- 
ident of the Commonwealth and 
Southern corporation, a billion dol- 
lar concern with important subsi- 
diaries in the Tennessee valley.

details of the plotting were

made known. 


Colonel Batista, head of the army

Spokesman at army headquarters) 


recalled that Batista, on a recent 
trip to Orinte Province with 200 
rural school children as an honor- 
ary escort, ordered hte children to 
make a part of the trip, from San- 
tiago to Banes, 24 hours after him.

possibility an attempt had been 
made against the life of Batista.

committee cleared the way today 
for debate to begin Thursday on the 
administration's billion dollar naval 
expansion bill.

000.000 to $50,000,000 annually. Ex- 
plaining this, he asserted that liv- 
ing standards in this country plus 
certain acts of congress were large- 
ly responsible for the high cost of 
the fleet.

alone had added $2,000.000 to the 
cost of a battleship constructed in 
private shipyards.

can only mean 
that other tariff 
Lawrence 


barriers can be erected under simi- 
lar guises. 


Thus, for example, after midnight 


on March 14 next, the state of Mich- 
igan will refuse to permit 
beer 


manfactured in Indiana and eight 
other states from 
crossing 
the 


boundaries of Michigan. There's no 
objection to Indiana beer as such 
nor is there any objection to the 
consumption of beer as such by the 
people 
of Michigan, but 
it 
so 


happens that Indiana has a vicious 
law which makes it difficult for 
Michigan beer to come into Indiana. 


The action of the state of Michi- 


gan might appear on the surface to 
be unconstitutional. How, it will be 
asked, can one state put up an em- 
bargo against another state? The 
facts are that, when California en- 
acted a law putting a heavy tax on 
the privilege of importing beer in- 
to that state, the supreme court, of 
the United States in what is known 
as the Young's Market case, in Oc- 
tober, 1937, held that the twenty- 
first amendment, known 
as the 


"Repeal" 
amendment, 
effectually 


removed the commerce in intoxi- 
cating liquors from the protection 
of the commerce clause of the con- 
stitution. 


Restrict Importation 


Justice Brandeis, in speaking for 


the court, held that a state could 
if it chose, set up a beer monopoly 
and that it could restrict importa- 
tion altogether, or let beer come as 
it pleased, 
because" the 
twenty- 


first amendment says that impor- 
tation of liquor into a state "in vi- 
olation of the laws thereof" is pro- 
hibited. 


Taking advantage of that deci- 


sion, various states like Indiana and 
Pennsylvania promptly saw oppor- 
tunities to give advantages to theii 
local brewers by keeping out or 
making it 
difficult 
for nationa 


beers to come into their states. 


Missouri and Michigan now have 


fef retaliated with what are known as 
F anti-discrimination 
laws. 
These 


simply designate nine states whose 
beer products cannot enter Michi- 
gan. These two laws have been up- 
held i i the last few weeks by three- 
judge federal courts in Missour. 
and Michigan, respectively. In the 
Michigan case, the court said: 


"Michigan, finding the markets o. 


other states closed to its own indus- 
try while its own market is open to 
unlimited competition, is free to 
seek legislative correction-of an un- 
equal competitive condition within 
the limits of its power. It may not 
of course, exercise extra-terntoria. 
power or control the legislatures oi 
its sister states, but it is idle to deny 
its power to regulate its own indus- 
try and control ifs own market to 
the extent that its industries are 
elsewhere excluded, and to the ex- 
tent that such exclusion threatens 
their economic stability, and it is 
not an unreasonable 
classification 


to discriminate against 
out-state 


- products in respect to their source 
p when the laws of the state of origin 


create the evil sought to 'be rem- 
edied and the classification operates 
equally upon all who fall within its 
reach." 


Reprisals 


What the federal court points out 


here incidentally 
is substantially 


the same thing that European coun- 
tries said after our Hawley-Smoo1 
Tariff law. putting on prohibitive 
duties against their products, went 
into effect in 1930. They put up re- 
prisals, including exchange restric- 
tions and quotas to limit the entry 
into their countries of American 
goods. 


So far as our domestic trade war 


is concerned, it involves for the 
moment only the traffic in intoxi- 
cating liquors and permits all sorts 
of gratt situations to arise. In Indi- 
ana, for example, the 
politicians 


have "port of entry" privileges. 
^ something restricted to a favorec 
' few political 
leaders 
known as 


"beer barons" who act as middle- 
men 
through whom alone 
the 


wholesalers in Indiana can have 
out-of-state beer shipped. Thus is 
tribute exacted for the benefit oi 
the Democratic state administration 
in 
Indiana, 
which, incidentally 


comes down here and. from the 
steps of the White House, tries to 
tell upright men like Senator Van 
Nuys he cannot be renominated to 
the senate on the Democratic ticket. 


To the casual observer, 
it will 


seem curious that such a tariff sys- 
tem can exist inside the United 
States, especially in view of seci 
tion 10 of article one of the federal 


f constitution, which says: 
r 
"No state shall, without the con- 


sent of the congress, lay any im- 
posts or duties on imports or ex- 
ports, except what may be abso- 
lutely necessary for executing its 
inspection laws." 


When Justice Brandeis wrote his 


opinion upholding the California 
law—which, by the way, has since 
been repealed by California as a 
matter of fairness to her sister 


states—he was faced only with the 
Deposition that regulation of com- 
merce under the commerce clause 
ofvtbe constitution superseded or in 
some way qualified the absolute 
nght of states to exclude intoxicat- 
ng liquors as provided 
in the 


twenty-first 
amendment. He re- 


fused to sanction a rewriting, in 
effect, of the new amendment. 


No contention 
was made how- 


ever, in this case, that section 10 of 
Article one was being violated or 
;hat, under the guise of inspection 
laws, what amounted to an import 
duty was actually imposed on beer 
coming into California. There was 
no effort under California laws to 
stop the sale of beer manufactured 
inside of California, 
so the 
ex- 


clusion had not the remotest rela- 
tionship to the wet or dry question. 


Amendment's Meaning 


It would seem that the supreme 


court of the United States will be 
asked some day to rule directly on 
whether the twenty-first 
amend- 


ment has also wiped out of the con- 
stitution section 10 of Article one, 
by which states are forbidden to 
impose import duties. Certainly, the 
purpose and plain meaning of the 
twenty-first amendment is to pro- 
hibit the importation of beer or oth- 
er liquors into a state in violation 
of its laws, but this is far different 
from a situation in which a state 
does not say it wishes to exclude 
importations altogether, but, on the 
contrary, says that importation is 
actually permitted — provided a 
duty is paid. 


On» is a case of embargo to 


keepout an undesircd product, and 
the other is a case of legulating 
the import fee so as to protect home 
industries. It never was intended 
by the 13 colonies that there should 
be any protective tariff system be- 
tween the states, 
and yet, using 


"inspection laws" and now a su- 
preme court decision on any iso- 
lated and technical question, vari- 
ous states are rising to provide 
profit for a favored few in their 
borders by means of tariff subsidies. 
Sma-1 wonder 
that Michigan and 


Missouri have rebelled and are de- 
termined to force the removal 
everywhere of these trade barrier 
laws against their own products.

Los Angeles—About a year ago the Ohio river climbed out of its chan-

at this writing the blow is some- 
thing of yesterday, which happen- 
ed somewhere else.

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THE SAD CASE OF THE PHILIPPINES 


"" The Philippines may never become the 
prodigal because one must leave home in 
order to return. The Islands talked volu- 
bly about "complete independence" but 
that was before the adventure of Japan 
into China. 


When Congress considered the request 


of the Philippines to be cut clear of their 
connections with America, it was a fair 
legislative question, involving the mat- 
ter of National policy, whether their re- 
quest should be granted. A great deal 
could be, and was, said on both sides. 
But Congress elected to free the Philip- 
pines in 1946, passed an Act for that pur- 
pose, and was acclaimed in Manila as a 
truly great and honorable representative 
body. 


Our press was full of reports from the 


Islands concerning the glee of the people 
at our determination to give them unre- 
stricted freedom. They were not a very 
bright people or they would have realized 
that they had something more than unre- 
stricted freedom because they had every 
essential of freedom without very much 
responsibility. It was America that as- 
sumed the responsibility. 


Perhaps the Filipinos never showed 


more clearly their incapacity for self-gov- 
ernment than when they determined to 
cut loose from the country that not only 
protected them but had picked them out 
of the gutter, nursed and nurtured them, 
taught and doctored them, clothed and fed 
them. But that is neither here nor there. 
They wanted their complete freedom even 
to the privilege of committing suicide. 


Now Governor General McNutt and 


many others familiar with opinion in the 
Philippine Islands, are passing out the 
word that the Filipinos aren't so sure 
they want that part of freedom which in- 
cludes the right to commit suicide, and 
as they voice their opinions they are 
watching"" the adventure of Japan 
into 


China. 


But America must be resolute. It can- 


not continue to sit on the fence. It has 
considered the independence of these Is- 
lands for upwards of 20 years before prac- 
tically every Congress. The subject has 
been discussed in every political meeting 
in the Islands during that time. The dan- 
gers have been considered. 
They have 


been voted down. The advantages have 
been balanced. They have been voted up. 
A careful, considerate, and thoughtful de- 
cision has been made. We must adhere 
to it. The Philippines must go. 


The fact 
that 
they 
constitute the 


Achilles' heel of the American defensive 
system is now, if never before, a vital 
question for our country. We have no 
business in the Orient. The fact that we 
are there may have imposed upon us the 
obligation to stay. But that was an obli- 
gation to the Philippines. And they have 
deliberately acquitted us of it. 


Congress must not reconsider or give 


way. It must resolutely adhere to the de- 
cision so conscientiously made and which 
came through the supplication of the Is- 
lands themselves. 


HEALTH CO-OPS 


The first national convention of hos- 


pital service plan executives revealed how 
far this system has developed and gave 
much promise for the future. The dele- 
gates set up standards for non-profit in- 
surance plans for hospital care designed 
to look after the best interests of all con- 
cerned. 
These include adequate repre- 


sentation of the public, the medical pro- 
fession and the hospitals on the board of 
directors of any hospital service group. 


Other standards arc free choice of hos- 


pitals at time of sickness, no interference 
with doctor and patient, adequate ac- 
counting and subscription rates, complete 
actuarial records, dignified promotion and 
administration. 


Plans in operation so far, said one 


speaker, have "helped the public to put 
hospital care in the family budget." They 
have helped hospitals and doctors so much 
that there is now talk of applying the 
same principle of payment for medical 
services. It is expected that many changes 
will come in the next few years as exper- 
ience and need indicate. Rural regions 
are to be served, family coverage is to be 
offered more extensively, and so on. 


The reassuring thing about existing 


hospital insurance systems is that they 
"represent social progress with none of the 
regimentation feared by opponents of "so- 
cialized medicine"." 
Hospitals, doctors 


and public are working out their mutual 
problems^ without government direction 
or'' bureaucratic control. • . - ' • « • 


EVERYBODY AT WORK 


"With the present government and poli- 


cies cf Germany, the vast majority of 
Americans are, as everyone knows, entire- 
ly out of sympathy. We dislike Hitler's 
personal autocracy and we dislike the 
principles, practices and pretensions of 
Nazism. Yet there was one passage in 
the Fuehrer's latest address to the Reich- 
stag that fair-minded Americans may ac- 
cept as valid. The recovery that Germany 
has made, he declared truly, has been 
made solely by German effort. 


"If Germany 
today is economically 


saved," he said, "the German people owe 
it to their own leadership and their own 
labor. Other countries have contributed 
nothing to it. We have created out of an 
impotent and downtrodden people a proud 
and self-reliant nation." 


Too proud, many of us will say, and 


in some ways too self-reliant, too defiant 
and egotistic and separatist in a time when 
economic and political danger are world- 
wide and the need is unity and harmony. 
Yet what the Germans have accomplished 
by and for themselves cannot be denied. 


And what has been the chief factor 


in the reconstruction? 
Possibly this— 


that Germany has had intelligence enough 
to put everybody to work and keep every- 
body at work. What couldn't we achieve 
in the United States if, by some procedure 
in harmony with our institutions, we 
could do likewise?

CHILDREN'S HEARING 


Defective hearing, particularly when 


its presence is not recognized, is a serious 
handicap to the growing child. A nation- 
al survey made by the American Society 
for th.j Hard of Hearing estimates that 
3,000,000 of the nation's school children 
are so handicapped. Because of it, many 
children are having unnecessary difficul- 
ties with their studies, or erratic behavior 
problems for teachers and parents, which 
could be corrected if the situation were 
understood. 


The Society, a national philanthropic 


organization, is now starling an education- 
al campaign throughout the country, to 
continue for a year. In 1937, it is said, 
only 1,062,373 children had their hearing 
tested. The Society will urge yearly ex- 
aminations, in order to discover such de- 
fects promptly. It will urge corrective 
treatment and teach preventive measures. 


Even where deafness cannot be pre- 


vented or cured, much may be done to 
overcome the handicap it offers.

HOW TO PRONOUNCE LATIN 


Should Latin be pronounced "with the English 


sound of its vowels and consonants or in the 
weenie-weekie method, yet rebels against it 
care a pin. None the less we can't help admir- 
ing the fervor which the question has stirred in 
the letter columns of The Times of London. 
Some thirty years ago the Classical Association 
decided in favor of the so-called "new." the 
weenie-weeki emethod. yet rebels against it 
abound. Some teachers say that it discourages 
beginners; there is no "Continental" standard 
of pronounciation, each nation differing from 
the others in some particulars; we don't know 
how the Romans pronounced it; the Romance 
languages don't represent the phonetics of their 
Latin ancestors, and so on. 


Hardly anything novel has appeared on one 


side or the other. We are told how much the 
beauty and majesty of Virgil's hexameters are 
enhanced by the supposed more or less ancient 
pronunciation, yet how would he enjoy seeing 
his name written "with a Wee"? Probably about 
as much as Aulus Gelius when the French call- 
ed him "Aulu-Gellc." The dispute is essentially 
sentimental. It is sentiment even in the case of 
the hardest-boiled lawyer. He stands by the de- 
cisions. He wants to show his little stock of law 
lingo in the original package. Probably there is 
the same feeling here. Though our study be 
but little on the Latin, can anything short of 
the cruel and unusual punishments forbidden 
by the constitution make us consent to "A 
Plooreeboos Oonoom?"

If a doctor is in earnest 
and not a narrow-minded nincom- 
poop, he will seek technical instruc- 
tion from a master of the method 
before he attempts to use such a 
difficult technique in practice. The 
trouble with so many of these born 
specialists and bumptupus surgeons 
is that they hate so like hades to 
acknowledge that any other doctor 
can teach them anything.

Must Learn 
Tactics to 
Play Bridge 


BY ELY CULBERTSON 


The most difficult thing to teach 


a player is tactics. Hand valuation, 
bidding conventions, playing tech- 
nique, all of these can be set down 
in a form that is easily-absorbed. 
Sound tactics, however, which in- 
clude partner and opponent psy- 
chology, and general strategy, seem 
to come to players o_nly through 
experience, and considerable ex- 
perience at that. Part-score situa- 
tions, such as the one in today's 
hand, place a heavy burden on 
this department of tactics.

With vulnerability and part-score 


conditions as they were, North's 
fourth hand spade bid can best be 
described as naive. 
True. North 


had three honor tricks, the pre- 
scribed minimum with a four card 
suit. 
Nevertheless, along tactical 


lines his bid was absurd, and was 
directly responsible for 
the 500 


point penalty into which his part- 
ner innocently walked. There was 
not much to the play. 


West opened the club jack. De- 


clarer won, and attempted to get a 
club discard on a third round of 
spades. East ruffed, however, de- 
clarer discarding his club anyway 
and ruffing East's club return. He 
then led the heart queen. West cov- 
ered, and the ace won. On a trump 
return the king covered East's jack, 
and West won. West laid down the 
spade jack, which declarer had to 
ruff. 
The heart jack was cashed, 


and a third round led. Now, on an- 
other club lead, declarer could dis- 
card his heart, but West made the 
seven of diamonds. The diamond 
queen accounted for the second set- 
ting trick. 


To refer back to the opening bid, 


North should have realized, after 
his partner passed, that it would be 
almost impossible to buy the con- 
tract from the nonvulnerable op- 
ponents. 
Admittedly, the oppon- 


ents might bid so vigorously in 
defense of the part-score that they 
could be penalized, but that was the 
best that North could expect. Sure- 
ly he did not expect them to sell 
out to a low contract that would 
give North-South a two game rub- 
ber. 


Thus, since the best that North 


could expect was an insignificant 
number of points from the defend- 
ers, and the worst, that he might 
incur a large penalty or drive the 
opponents into a makeable game. 
his opening bid must be adjudged 
a particularly inept exhibition of 
tactics.

Sometimes a iampan has a kind 


of "cabin" near the stem, but most 
of those I have seen do not have 
a built-in cabin. Instead they are 
fitted with a kind of rounded roof 
which can be set up or taken down 
at will. 
This covers about one- 


third of the boat. 


When the sunshine is too bright, 


or when the rain is coming down., 
the family on the sampan creeps 


into the cabin or under the round- 
ed roof. 
In summer and • winter, 


in spring and autumn, the sampan 
is the home of the people who own 
it. There is no rent to pay, but 
they do not have what we call ."the 
real comforts of home." 


Just before we left the Hong- 


kong harbor, a sampan came along- 
side our steamer. It contained four 
people- — a man, a woman and two 
small boys. From a deck about 20 
feet above the water, I tossed down 
a bar of chocolate and two oranges. 
These gifts were caught by the man, 
and were handed to his wife. She 
shared them with the children. A 
few other gifts were dropped by 
passengers. 


Since we left 
Hongkong, 
the 


weather has been good most of the 
time, but right now the sea 
is 


rough. The portholes of our cabins 
are closed, and the waves have 
been, spattering the glass with wa- 
ter. 
One of the ship's crew said 


we were going through "a half- 
gale." The waves are perhaps 15 
or 20 feet high. 


At noon today only about . 20 


passengers ate lunch. The rest are 
seasick, or afraid they will get 
that way if they eat anything. So 
far, on this world trip. I have not 
been seasick. Indeed I have never 
suffered that way on any ocean 
voyage, or while crossing any sea. 
The only seasickness so far in my 
life came to me about 20 years ago 
while I was crossing Lake Michi- 
gan!

her to attend parties and dances that I am 
spoiling her youth, and that I am bld-fash- 


. ioned because I will not let her use make-up 


and wear some of the silly clothes that are 
now on the market. She says that just as 
soon as she is 18, which will be in a few 
weeks, that she is going out and do all of 
these things, all of which I consider low. and 
degrading. What is'your remedy for a girl 
who is so worldly?

Well, your daughter lives in the world, 


doesn't she? And how are you going to keep 
her apart from it and prevent her from 
following its manners and doing the things 
that other people do?

The best protection that any 


mother can give her daughter is to 
make her wise to all the tempta- 
tions from within and without that 
confront a girl, and teach her bow 
to avoid them. The pits we fall into 
oftenest are the hidden ones, not 
those about which red lanterns 
have been erected. 


I ihink that in the contention 


which has arisen between you and 
your daughter that you are alto- 
gether in the wrong; that Ellen 
asks no privileges that are unrea- 
sonable and to which she is not en- 
titled. When she claims that a girl 
of 18, or even 17 for that matter, is 
old 
enough to have dates, she 


speaks no more than the truth. 
Timos have changed since you were 
young. Everything has been speed- 
ed up. Even human nature. A girl 
of 13 now is just as mature and far 
more sophisticated, worldly wise 
and capable of taking care of her- 
self than you and I were when we 
were '25. 


Also, she is right in saying 


(hat if a girl is not permitted 
to go around when she is young 
her chances of marriage are 
jeopardized, and nothing but 
Lady Luck can save- her from 
d r i f t i n g into spinsterhood. 
There are several reasons for 
this. One is that it automatical- 
ly isolates her. It takes her out 
of the class of boys and girls 
who play around together and 
who generally find their mates 
in the group. And when her 
mother finally decides that she 
is old enough to step out a lit- 
tle it is too late.

School Heads Stress Necessity 


For Vocational Training Courses 


Neenah—High schools should ad- 


just their program to give students 
who are not book minded and un- 
able to do the present typo of high 
school work vocational training and 
guidance, was the concensus of 
opinion of superintendents at the 
national convention at Atlantic City 
Feb. 24 to March 3, C. F. Hedges, 
superintendent of Neenah schools 
who attended the conference, re- 
ported at a general meeting of 
Neenah 
teachers 
Monday after- 


noon at Kimberly school. 


Hedges said that high schools to- 


day have to take practically all 
children whether or not they are in- 
tellectually capable of handling the 
work. To overcome this problem, 
these students should be given voca- 
tional training or some course in 
which they will be 
interested. 


Guidance was another course sug- 
gested for this type of student in 
order that they might realize the 
opportunities open to them. 


Another problem facing educators 


today was discussed at length at 
the convention. There are a large 
number of high school graduates 
attending colleges and universities 
who are intellectually 
unable to 


profit by higher education. Hedges 
told the teachers. He said it would 
be better if these students didn't go 
to college at all, for higher educa- 
tion is now constructed mainly for 
intellectually superior groups. He 
quoted the Connecticut state com- 
missioner of education as saying, 
"More than one-half of the peo- 
ple are not able to profit by ad- 
vanced education."

and least able to do so. - 


The immediate Fox river valley 


area, cmbracnig Winnebago, Outa- 
gamie, Brown and Manitowoc coun- 
ties, is in the upper third classifi- 
cation 
Manitowoc county ranks 


fifth in the state, Winnebago eight- 
eenth, Outagamie nineteenth, and

county twenty-fifth, 
ac- 


cording to the state experts. 


Poorest Section 


In general the northern tier of 


counties is the poorest section of 
the state, while a few of the cen- 
tral and western counties, including 
Portage, Dunn, Jackson and Jun- 
eau are also classed in the lower 
third.

sheets according to the study, are 
in the southern and southwestern 
part of the state.

Anyway, 
he says he wouldn't trade Bob Fell- 
er, Johnny Allen and Mel Harder 
for the Yanks' top trio of Lefty 
Gomez, 
Red Ruffing and Monty 


Pearson. Allen, it will be recall- 
ed, won 15 straight last year be- 
fore dropping his final start, a tough 
one-run decision. Vitt expects to 
find a fourth starting pitcher among 
Willis Hudlin, Dennis Galehouse 
and John Humphries, the latter a 
youngster who won 20 and lost 7

agriculture and markets has at- 
tempted to explain the complexi- 
ties of Wisconsin's six year old milk 
price stabilization law and to mol- 
lify many of its critics by ex- 
plaining that its only concern is fair 
treatment of the four important 
classes involved, the consumer, the 
producer, labor, and the dealers. 


Wisconsin's fluid milk market 


stabilizing program dates back to 
1932 when the state department of 
markets was drawn into a Mil- 
waukee milk 
price war 
which 


threatened to become critical and 
to embroil other sections of the 
state. 


Admitting that it 
has received 


frequent criticism from the public, 
the department declared today that 
other groups have hailed it as a 
workable means to insure justice to 
all those interested in the state's 
fluid milk supply. 


Expand Program 


Beginning with the Metropolitan 


Milwaukee market in 1932,-the de- 
partment has now 
expanded its 


milk control program, under suc- 
cessive legislative 
authorizations, 


until today 33 important markets 
are regulated through departmental 
orders. 


Regulations at present are effec- 


tive in Appleton. De Pere. Green 
Bay, Manitowoc. Marinette, Neenah, 
Menasha, New London. Oconto, 
Oshkosh, Shawano. in the north- 
eastern section of the state, and to 
most of the other important muni- 
cipal markets of Wisconsin. 
„ At present 
approximately 750 


milk dealers, about 1,200.000 con- 
sumers, .and hundreds of farmer- 
producers are affected by the milk 
price schedules. 


*• In answer to criticisms of the 
price fixing orders of the depart- 
ment. Director Ralnh E. Ammon of 
the densrtment 
today explained 


that lh« denartment would be- will- 
Ing to fix the price of milk as low 
as 3 cents a quart if by so doing 
the fanner producer could get as 
much, money as is his right, and if 
labor and the dealer were then also 
treated fairly. . 


s* "According to "the-department's 
announcement,-"the'mllk price sta- 
HlinttoR program for this state was 


conceived as a last extreme worth 
trying in behalf of despairing farm- 
ers in 1932." 


The department, it explained, has 


no desire to fix the price of milk in 
any Wisconsin community. Its offi- 
cials would prefer that local pro- 
ducers and dealers arrive at a fair 
price to everyone concerned. But 
the law provides that the depart- 
ment shall issue milk price orders. 


Under Wisconsin's first price law, 


enacted in 1933, the state depart- 
ment of markets had power to issue 
market orders under the unfair 
trade practice laws. It applied to 
cities of the first, second and third 
classes. At that time the depart- 
ment began to 
establish prices 


dealers were to pay producers. 


In 1935 the legislature extended 


the control law to include cities of 
the fourth class, while last year 
the legislators made it possible for 
an entire county or several com- 
munities to come under state reg- 
ulation. 
Orders were not to be 


issued unless conditions warrant- 
ed. 


Rcsrulate Own Markets 


In addition, at present about 60 


municipalities reguiato their own 
markets through voluntary agree- 
ments, penalizing underselling as an 
unfair trade practice. In such cases 
the state department is asked to is- 
sue an injunction forbidding such 
practices. 


In the regulated markets, changes 


in prices can only be made after 
hearings which are open to con- 
sumers, labor, dealers, and pro- 
ducers. 
Dealers make 
detailed 


monthly state reports which arc 
closely examinel. When no agree- 
ments can be made in a regulated 
market, the state orders the prices 
at which purchases 
and sales of 


fluid milk are to be made. 


A recent prosecution by the de- 


partment of markets of a Stevens 
Point dealer for selling milk which 
had too much cream content was 
also answered by the department 
"By selling a richer milk at a lower 
price than his competitors, in viola- 
tion of the milk marketing order, 
this distributor not only was unfair 
to himself and his competitors, but 
to producers who should have been 
receiving more for «hcir milk," the 
deportment declared.
